The deeeaaed waa born in 1835 in 
llos.wo Darmstadt, Cicrmany, and was 
tile second of three children l)orn to 
John and naihara Kock ills fathe:* 
died In the old country la 1848, and 
in l«4t lis ntotker with the three 
children (same to America and locat- 
ed in Cleveland, O. The three chil- 
dren Were l';iizal)elh, fieorRo and 
John Hods and the other two atlll 
reaido there. 

Mr. Rock aenrod three years fn 
Cleveland aa a ahoemaker appreatlce. 

and then went to I.oulavllle, Ky. 
where he rcninlnod until ISTiT. Ilr 
u .is there man led In 1 ••'(•, to Miss 
Cmheiine Sei^el. who dieil here 
ten yiiars i''.;o 

In IKifi Mr, Rock left U>uisvllle 
and located at Lafayette, ChrlsUan 
county, bat slM>rtty af torward ■ same 
to Paducah aad entered upon the <^ 
ri-er which brought him wealth and 
honor 

He first Kept .1 small sfcba Shop, but 
by thrift and honesty gradually ex- 
lianded Mb bustaeos. His ilrst shop 
waa In the aeeoad story ot a building 
that stood where Dr. Jolm Bonds' 
drug Rtore now is. at Third aad Kea- 

tiicky. 

He afterwards moved down on 
IlroHdway between First and Second 
which was at thst time the center 
of the bualneea aectioa, aad subse- 
queatly moved to Sl«>and Sit Broad- 
way. 

His next plaie of liiislness was at 
:i:'l 111 i..id\' ay. where he was still In 
liiisiiiess at the lime of his retire 
ment He\eial months nRo. All in all. 
■Mr. Kock had been in bualneas on 
Broadway aearly half a oentury, 

Hla ahoe buainess all these yoarf 
grew, both wholesale and retail. He 
was indiislrioii.i. Iionoat and proRres 
^lve to the riKht degree. As his buH- 
liiesH prospered he looked al>out for 
enterprises that were regarded aa 
good and safe, and was always oae 
of the leading oltlsens In progressive 
movee of sll kinds. He was one of 
the orgaiiiz. i s of the Paducah Knr 
nitnre cm. paiiv, and at the time o.' 
liis death was a biK stockholder in 
(he company, in the Paducah Water 
company, the MayHald Water compa- 
ny the Carbondale Coal company, of 
Carbondaie. Ky.. the Cobankus com- 
i>any, the \iii. ri. in (Jerman .V'atlon- 
ul bank, and oiher eoncerns ile was 
regarded as a m i\ weallliy man, 
iirobably btdug aeitond to the wealth- 
lest in Padueah. It is eatlmated that 
hla eatate is worth about ISOO.OOO. 

His Urat realdonce in Paducah was 
ill the small house at ,li !Teisiin .street 
and the railio.id rriis.siiiK. In a (r|- 
aiiKiilui y.ii.l Later he iiiovimI to 
Jufferaun street between Fifth and 
SIxtb, between Major Bloom's resi- 
dence and that of the late Dr. Joe 
Thompaon, and yeara ago erected his 
present boMe at Fifth aad Moaroe 

streets. ' 

Several months uko when his 
health became so bad that he could 
not properly look after his busineas 
he aold It to Meaars, Id. Brtnghurst 
und David Roger, who are aow in 
charge of It uDdar the saaM Ira 
name, 

Mr Kim k was always a imMie spir 
lied citizen, and had probably done 
oa much as any other one man for 
the upbuilding of the city. He had a 
time oi two beea naked to run for 
Mayor, but ^Id not dosire to enter 
politics. He was nlwaya content tn 
live a quid, simple life, surrounded 
by his family and friends, lie wus 
H Kood rhrlsiiau, and was one of the 
priuclpuJ members of the German 



KvanKellciil chnrcli on South Klflh. 
lie was a tueinhei uf I'lalii City lodKP. 
.No. 449. .Masons, and of the lloya! 
Arch cbaiMar of Masons, and of the 
Knights of Ifoaor. 

He leaves one son aad seven 
daughters: M^.

Chicago, Dec. 20. — One fireman 
waa killed and several employes may 
have kist their lives ia a fire which 
dettroyad the enamel aign factory of 
Charlea W. Sconk comiuiny. 7 to l'> 
Park street last night. Until the ruins 
>f Ihe buildinK have been searched 
it will not be positively known whe- 
1 her nay emplorea woite killed either 
in an explosion which stsrtsd the Are 
jr by falling walls and floors which 
foihiwed soon after. 

While the fire was in its iieinhi 
he wslls suddenly collapsed and a 
lumber of firemen were precipitated 
n the debris. With the eaeeptloa of 
Meiitenani Henry Dasselt of Truck 
onipany No. 71. who was crushed to 
iealh, all Ihe nremeti escaiw d with a 
icTere shaking up. A number of em- 
iloyes were injured In the panic that 
ollowed after the fire broke out,and 
or -a tlma tkere were all aorta of 
■iiniors aa to ttw anmber ot persons 
killed. 

Tiicre were 40 girls and I-O men 
ind boys employed in the factory and 
iccording to the eenpaay oScials sll 
')Ut two have been accounted for. The 

police and firemen, however, declare 
teveral of the employes weie unable 

0 escape and were in the hulldlni; 
when the floors and walls collapsed 
The employes said to be missing by 

he company are Margaret Becker 
ind Henry Snute. 

When the firemen arrived at the 
huilding Ihe employes were panic- 
it ricken and were vanly cndeavorinK 
tn reach the street down the Are es- 
apa^.heeaoM Jajsmed and were, un- 
ibie to make any progreaa. With the 
help of the firemen .nnd police, how- 
•>ver. order was restored and the ma- 
jority of employee were assisted to 
:ho street. 

The employes s^o wsro iajnrsd 
were hurt ia ths Jam «• tto Irs es- 
apes. but the condition Of none of 
iheni is serious.

The two Kicw to maahood almost 
Inseparable companlontf. One day 
the news came that war was comlnK 
With Mexico. Young Preston de- 
clared hia latentlon of proceeding to 
the front. OUaa hagfad to be Uken 
along. Preston refvMd at flrtt. but 
finally ron^' nu d, and the representa- 
tives of two races marched away to- 
gether. During all the lona < aui- 
tfalgaa Freatoa and Giles fought side 
hy side, aad Pt«stoa waa aatad from 
injury, and perhapa 4aath, aaTaral 
times by Giles. 

When the war ended Preston re- 
turned to Kentucky, bringing Giles

After a 
thne a«aIn>«mors of war ware hoard 
and William Pro^ioB, who had baaa 
created li l apiaiii in the Mexican war, 
announced his Inleiilion or oiBanla-

A few years ago a aketch of Giles 
was published.
